Glencoe Camp, Oct. 21. — The battle 
here Friday was a brilliant success. The 
Boers got a reverse which may possibly 
check all aggressive action. The British 
artillery decided the battle. 
The seizure of Dundee hill by the 
Boers was a surprise for all, although 
the pickets had exchanged shots all 
night Thursday, it was not until a shell 
boomed and fell into camp that their 
presence was discovered. 
Then the 
shells canfe fast. 
The hill was posi­ 
tively alive with the swarming Boers, 
still the British artillery got to work 
with magnificent energy and precision 
The batteries from tho camp took up 
positions to the south of the town and 
after a quarter of an hour’s magnificent 
fighting silenced the guns on tho hill. 
Shells were dropped among the Boer 
pieces with remarkable accnracy and 
did tremendous execution, for the ene­ 
my were present in very large numbers 
and in places considerably exposed. 
By 
this time the enemy held the whole of 
the hill behind Smith's farm and tho ' 
Dundee kopje, right away to the south, 
in which direction the British infantry 
and cavalry moved at once. 
The fighting raged particularly hot 
in the valley at the Bide of the town. 
Directly the Boer guns ceased tiring 
j 
Gen. Symons ordered the infantry to 
move on the position. 
The infantry 
charge was magnificent. 
The way the 
King’s Royal rifles and the Dublin fusi- ; 
leers stormed the position was one of 
the most splendid sights ever seen. The 
firing of the Boers was not so deadly as 
might have been expected from troops 
occupying such an excellent position, 
but the infantry lost heavily going up 
the hill, and General Symons had 
trained them to fighting of that kind 
it saved them. 
Indeed, the hill was 
almost inaccessible to the storming 
party, and any hesitation would have 
lost the day. 
The enemy’s guns were 
all abandoned, for the Boers had no 
time to remove them. 
A stream of fu­ 
gitives poured down the hillside into 
the valley, where the battle went on 
with no abatem ent 
/ 
General Symons was wounded early 
in the action and the command then de 
veloped on Major Yule. 
The enemy as they fled were followed 
by the cavalry, mounted infantry and 
artillery. 
The direction taken was to 
the eastward. 
At the latest report the 
cavalry had not, returned. 
Some say that four and some say five 
guns were captured. The Boer artillery 
was weak. A lot of plugged shells were 
used. 


S Although the enemy’s position was 
scattered soon after I o’clock, scattered 
firing went on almost all the afternoon. 
The British losses are very severe but 
those of the Boers are much heavier. 
The final rush was made with a 
trium phant yell and as the British 
troops charged to close quarters, the 
enemy turned and fled, leaving all their 
impediments and guns behind them in 
their precipitate flight. 
While this was going on one battery 
of artillery, the Eighteenth hussars and 
the mounted infantry, with a part of 
the Leicester regiment, got on the ene­ 
my’s flanks, and as the Boers streamed 
wildly down the hills making for the 
main road, they found their retreat had 
been cut off, but they rallied for a while 
and there was severe fighting with con­ 
siderable loss to each side. 
Many of 
the enemy surrendered. 
A rough estimate places the British 
loss at 250 killed or wounded and the 
Boers at 300.

Baltimore, Oct. 21.- One of tho *ig- 
Attem pt nificgnt phases of industrial activity 
now prevailing in th*< south, f-ays the 
Manufacturers’ Record, is the anxiety 
of shippers of various kinds of products 
about transportation. 
Leading rail­ 
road companies are doing all within 
their power to bring cars to the points 
where goods are Waiting for them, but 
in some instances their exertions are 
Dot equal to the occasion. 
In the Birmingham district, for in­ 
stance, iron is accumulating in the fur­ 
nace yards because of the lack of cars 
to move it promptly, and there have 
beon instances where a whole week has 
elapsed between the time and order for 
cars was registered aud their delivery. 
The mining interests are under the 
same disadvantage, and some opera­ 
tions have had to be temporarily sus­ 
pended. 
At the same time, dealers in 
machinery are enjoying an active trado 
in all lines, such as engines, boilers, 
pumps, compressors, coal washers, etc. 
At Anniston the railroads are doing a 
heavy freight business consequent upon 
the various activities in that neighbor­ 
hood. 
These include the overhauling, 
improvement and stocking of furnances 
at Talladega. Ironaton, Jenifer, Annis­ 
ton and Gadsden, requiring a great 
amount of material; the mining and 
shipping of ore, the growing lime in­ 
dustry and heavy tonnage from three 
large pipe manufacturing plants, cotton, 
cordage, twine, and carpet mills car 
works, foundries and machine shops. 
The capacity of the soil pipe plant of 
the Central Foundry company at Annis­ 
ton, is to be doubled; the plant of tho 
Hercules Soil Pipe works is to be en- 
larged, and an addition of an extensive 
department for the manufacture of lead 
pipe and sheet lead is to be made, and 
the capacity of the Anniston carpet mill 
is to be doubled.

over Rear Admirals Casey, Schley. W at­ 
son, Farqnhar. Reuiey and Kautz, aud 
Rear Admiral Schley would be advanced 
over Rear Admirals W atson, Farqubar, 
Rerney and Kautz, 
Friends of Rear Admiral Schley will 
undoubtedly make a determined effort 
to prevent the confirmation of the nom­ 
ination of Rear Admiral Sampson, and 
K entuckians are expected to use their 
influence to prevent the nominations of 
both officers being confirmed.

Houston, Got. 21.—A correspondent 
at Timpson wires th at the little town of 
Lawsonville, Rusk county, ten miles 
from Timpson, was tho scene of an ex­ 
citing encounter Friday evening be­ 
tween two brave officers, B. Booth and 
F. L. Rutherford, on one side, and an 
armed mob of several hundred negroes 
on the other. 
The negroes were armed 
w ith pistols, clubs and W inchesters and 
were endeavoring to prevent the arrest 
of a negro preacher named Holliday, 
who was wanted in San Augustine 
county aud who is also a fugive from 
Louisiana. 
W hen it became known earlier in the 
day th at the officers were after Holliday 
the negroes in the vicinity began con­ 
gregating and m aking threats of vio­ 
lence in case an attem pt wa? made to 
arrest him 
The officers realized the 
danger of the situation but were cool 
and determined. 
W hen ^confronted by 
the angry mob which sought to intim 
idate. them, they shot at Holliday in 
order to frighten the mob,and succeeded 
in so doing, finally making the arr** t 
Holliday was armed w ith a 45-caliber 
Colt’s revolver having a Ti inch barrel 
He is regarded as a dangerous man, and 
has been exciting the negroes in this 
section. 
Feeling over the occurrence is 
running high. 
B itter animosity 
is 
engendered lietween the races and so ­ 
othe! outbreak may be the result.
